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Ineffoctive Silence.

The Luaucuster Ereouirer studiously
refrains from saying anything eoucere-
ing the action of the grand jury in ignor-
ing the indictments preferred against the
late clerk of the county prison for de-
frauding the county in that capacity :

We say that in preserving this silence.
especially after its altention has been

called pointediy by us to this case of
great public wiony, the Eraminer fails
in itsduty, and lays itsell open to the
suspicion of being controiled by con-
siderations othier than those of regard
for the public interests. It could not
properly, in our judgment, fail to ex-
press anopinion on this apparent perver-
sion of justice, even though it was not
pecaliarly in a position Lo know all the
rights and wrongs of the case, through
the presence of one of its editors on the
jury ; and therefore especially looked to
by us and the public to  make an exposi-
tion of the case.

We have heretofore conditionally ex-
pressed our opinion that the jury’s ver-
dict was not justified by the racts, and
we have called upon the Ecamine: 1o
advise us of anything which may be
within the knowledge of its staff which
might tend Lo justiiy the verdict, We
have received nothing from it. Mani-
festly we may expecl nothing,  We Lave
a right to conclude that it is its inten-
tion to Lury theailair in oblivion: as far
as it cando it We are not so disposed.
If we have all the faels in the eass,

it stands as  one  calling  for the
severest  animaddversion  upon  jurors

who, having sworn to do their duly to
the state, forgot it in extending favor Lo
its criminals. The minority of the jury
ave properly exempled from censure by
the publication of the names of the
twelve who nsule up the namber just
necessary Lo permil  men, seemingly
guilly, to escape trial for the present.
Thast they will eseape altozether is not
to be supposed without suspeeting that
the court and distriet attorney will ex-
tend Lheir sympathy to this gross assanlt
unon theadministration of justice, Under
the evidence in the possession of the
connonweiltly, the verdiet of one grand
jury cannot be justly allowed to paralyze
the arin of justice. Publie sentiment
will not rest content under it.  The crit-
icism of the people will notl bz silent
under it.  ILis o vain attempt {o defeat
the law, but none the less abominable,
because il is also eantemptible {for its
weakness.

THE BLACK SMALLI'OX.

A Seltlement in Dakola Sad!'y Aidileted-—
Thirty-two  Deaths—The Disease NSup-
poused to lave Been Lirought trom

Russia, -

For several weelis the smallpox has
been raging with great fatality ia Jeffer-
son, Union county, Daketa. A striet
quarantine has been enforeed against the
commuaity, and the discase has not spread
bevond the scttlement, although it has
played sad havoe there. The settlement
consistg mostly of Freneh Canadians, and
when ‘{Ym disease first broke ont they were
unmindful of its eontagions character. Ali
burials were publie and were more or less
attended by the whole population, &s the
settlers are nearly all of kin,  Ta tles way
the discase spread rapi-lly.

The people of Jeflerson have been iso
lated for nearly a month.  No muils e
received from there and none are sent
there. The wailvead aunthorities forbid
trains tostop. Elk Point, the eounty seat of
Uuien county, and Sionx City have largely
entribnted to the relief of the suifering
people, but under the restraint to which
they are subjected the sottlers have bo-
come restive amd threaten to hreak the
quarantine and visit Sionx City. This ea-
tustrophe was prevented by the city eouneil
sending  Napoleon Browelliz, who las
many relatives there, to Jefferson.  From
him it is learned that there have bee over
ninety cases of small-pox in the soptle-
ment,  Thirty-twe have died,
six have reeovered so far,
there are sixty cases wder treat
it is belicved that many of these will e
cover, as the disease has Iost muel of ils
former virnlence.
